The Chinese are not stingy, and wag- 
n loads of roasted chickens, pigs, 
ucks, various sweetmeats and fruits 
re taken to the cemeteries.

When three 
glasses of this compound and three 
glasses of recognized port were pre- 
sented to the judges to taste and pass 
their verdict, without being told which 
•was which, they unanimously pro- 
nounced In favor of the doctor's cheap 
preparation and rejected the genuine 
port. What they would have said the 
next morning if they had consumed a 
bottle of this preparation remains a 
matter of conjecture.—London Chroni-

AND GHUMANS 


POKTUOA1,. 


BOY OCT 


It ia reported that Great Britain and 


Germany have purohased tbe sovereign 
right of Portugal to its colonial pos- 
sessions in Africa. It is stated that 
Germany has agreed to pay for its 
share of the territory disposed of 
25,000,000 marks. The earn that Great 
Britain will pay for its share of tbe 
property, bnmau beings and square 
miles, is not stated. It is claimed thai 
the treaty his been secretly under 
consideration for some time and woulc 
not now have been made known had it 
not been to l,ae interest of England to 
make it known at this time. The Boer 
war and the position o!1 England re 
speotiug the conquest of the Trans- 
vaal and Orange Free State demanded 
if it is true as reported respecting the 
right of Portugal to its African pos- 
sessions, that notice of tbe treaty be 
given to other nations. Should it be 
true that Portugal has sold its African 
possessions, the South African repub 
lies will be placed in a position that 
will very much embarrass them ID 
maintaining their side of tbe war con- 
tention for liberty. 


Tbe purchase will give to England 


Delagoa bay which is the commanding 
item in the catalogue of items thai 
make up the whole there is included 
in tb.9 purchase and sale of Portuguese 
territory in Africa. Delagoa bay is 
within 800 miles of Pretoria, 
the 


Transvaal capital. The purchase wil 
place England in a position to out off 
all war supplies to the Boers and will 
give it a military position in the rear 
of the Boers now in Natal and other 
parts south of Transvaal 
oauntry. 


The transfer of Delsgoa bay will cause 
a withdrawal by tbe Boers of their 
military forces in Natal and other 
parts 
south of the 
Transvaal to 


the 
Tra&Bvaal country for its de- 


fence, which will efieot the relief of 
LadysmitL, Kimberly and othor be- 
leaguered places by the Boers in Natal. 
These changes that the Boers will be 
required to make to meet new pbsi- 
tions in the possessions of England 
has the appearance of hand writing on 
the wall for the republics. 


The transfer to England of its part

Looking Forward. 


EDITOR JOURNAL: In reply to your request to give my opinion 


as to the outlook for Reno for the coming year, I am pleased to answer 
that I consider it very promising. I have been informed by a number 
of our merchants that the Christmas trade of the year just closing has 
far exceeded that for many years previous. This ot itself indicates that 
the New Year will open with the people generally in a more prosper- 
ous condition. 


We are now beginning, I think, to realize more fully our wonder- 


ful natural advantages and to profit by them. 


The people of Reno have as yet done but little in the way of or- 


ganized effort towards accomplishing public enterprises, but a start 
upon this line was made tbis year and rnucL. good accomplished. 
The 


coming year should see greater interest in this direction and more 
substantial results, 
What other municipalities similarly situated have 


done can be accomplished here, and if the- Improvement Association 
now organized is given generous support by the public a great deal of 
benefit should result from that source. 


From present appearances the coming year will see quite a revival 


in the mining interests in our vicinity. Indeed, there are indications 
which point towards Reno being quite a mining centre during 1900, 
Peavine and Pyramid districts are again coming to the front after being 
neglected for nearly a quarter of a century. Many years ago a great deal 
of money was spent in these districts, and though good ledges were 
found which assayed well, they were not worked profitably, and finally 
were almost entirely abandoned. In the meantime great strides have 
been made in the reduction of ores, and a property that could not be 
made to pay a decade or two ago, can now be worked at a handsome 
profit. 
All that is now needed is to again interest capital in these dis- 


tricts, when paying propositions are sure to be developed. 
In this con- 


nection it is gratifying to note that agents of monied men are already 
on the ground looking over the situation. The coming year will 
doubtless see the Reduction Works busy smelting their own ores and 
in addition finding plenty of custom work to keep them busy. 


Reno's superior educational advantages will from year to year at- 


tract larger numbers to our town, and as the State in general has been 
more prosperous the past year or two, it is reasonable to expect a larger 
attendance at the University from distant portions of our commonwealth 
than in the past. Reno can make no better investment than in pro- 
moting in every way possible her educational advantages, and in this 
connection the coming year should s"e steps taken towards the carry- 
ing out of the much talked of project of a free public library supported 
by the municipality. 


The field of speculation is a wide one and I wou Id not care to en- 


ter it much further, but it is reasonable to presume that the increased 
traffic on all railroads running into Reno will continue during 1900, and 
that our merchants will have a greater opportunity to extend their 
trade to neighboring points. What Reno needs most is lower freight 
rates, and, doubtless, she will have what she is entitled to in course of 
time, but tbis may not be in igoo.

Gold, sil- 
ver, copper, cinnabar, cobalt, nickel, building stones, cement, flre clayg, electro 
silica, aabuetos, graphite, plumbago, salt, sulphur, mineral soap, snlpbario acid, 
mineral paints, mica, coal, petrifactions and other geological products found 
in Nevada will be displayed, and a general description of tbe conditions eur- 
rouudiog the deposits of the minerals products'will be printed in the catalogue. 


Transportation and facilities for extracting the metals will also be given, 


showing that the State produces tbe fluxes for reducing all refractory metals 
and tbe opportunities for producing tbe power for working tbe free milling 
ores. 


With these object lessons properly exploited at Paris it will show to the 


world tbe ndvantages which Nevada, with her handful of people, has to offer 
investors wbo bave capital seeking investment. 


The mineral resources alone will be displayed by tbe commissioners, but 


all available literature will be distributed that is possible to obtain, showing 
the agricultural resources of tbe State, and, as Lovelock now has the record Oi 
producing tbe greatest number of tons of sugar beets to the acre, and the 
highest, percentage of sugar in tbe product thereof known to tbe world, it can- 
not help bat attract attention to the opportunities of Nevada in that 1'ae.
